Claim 1 (Currently Amended) A method of treating hair comprising the steps of 
(a) applying to the hair a leave on hair treatment composition comprising: 

i) an alpha-hvdroxvl acid component that is citric acid, tartaric acid, their 
salts or mixtures thereof; and 

ii) a xanthin e component comprising a substituted xanthine or m i xtur e s 
th e reof, of the formula:

Claim 5 (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 in which the substituted 
xanthine der i vative ii) is caffeine. 

Claim 6 (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1 in which the a -hydroxy 
acid and/or its salt if optically active is in the L-form. 

Claims 7-8 (Cancelled) 

Claim 9 (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1 in which the hair 
treatment composition further comprises a surfactant. 
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Claim 10 (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1, in which the hair 
treatment composition further comprises a cationic, or silicone based conditioning 
agent. 

Claim 1 1 (Cancelled) 

Claim 12 (Previously presented) A method according to claim 1 in which the hair 
treatment composition comprises an aqueous base.

Claim 21 (New) A method according to claim 1 wherein the hair treatment 
composition is also applied to lengthen the hair and/or to decrease the volume of the 
hair. 
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
